("pro-UK") mutant M5 (Lys^°° -> His) polypeptide effective to lyse any potential blood clot 
causing the symptoms of strokef-and

cau se of th e stroke . 



2. (cunrently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the composition is administered 
more than 3 hours and up to 6 hours after the onset of symptoms.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art 
does not reasonably teach or suggest a method of treating a person with symptoms of 
stroke by administering an agent that lyses blood clots before it is known whether the stroke 
is ischemic in type or hemorrhagic in type. In the prior art, this distinction is made before an 
anticlotting agent is administered, to reduce the risk of unwanted intracranial bleeding. See, 
e.g., Breariey et al. (US 2002/0098179, paragraph 9) and Pinsky (US 2002/0138858, 
paragraph 3), as discussed in the previous Office action.
